They have 
extended the state's drought emer­ 
gency hay program and appropri­ 
ated an extra $2,750,000 to com­ 
plete it. 
Another Killed 
The House killed another of the 
governor’s special session recom­ 
mendations— a study committee to 
survey the need for a speed lim it 
law 
and 
other 
traffic 
control 
measures. 
Republican leaders of the House 
who had asked the governor re­ 
peatedly for authority to enact leg­ 
islation this session to “ stop the 
caruage on the highways,” balked 
ut the study proposal. They said 
all 
the 
statistical 
information 
could be gathered within 24 hours 
and another study was unneces­ 
sary. 
Hut the biggest controversy — 
renewal of the $8 million a year 
St. Louis earnings tax— still faces 
a conference committee fight. The 
tax authorization bill is expected 
to be sent to a conference com­ 
mittee next week.

House passed

changed version of the bill last 
week. Hut the Senate is not in 
session this week and w ill have 
only a technical session Thursday 
to receive the earnings tax report 
plus any other bills the House gets 
passed this week.

Senate Begins Debate 
On Two-Year Program 
For Notion’s Highways 


W A SH IN G T O N Lf* — Tile Senate 
begins debate today on a two-year 
program to provide two billion dol­ 
lars worth of federal aid for the 
nation's highways. 
The Senate Public Works Com­ 
mittee has estimated that roads 
within 
the 
federal-aid 
program 
need 35 billion dollars worth of im ­ 
mediate improvements, and sev­ 
eral attempts to increase the two- 
billion 
d o l l a r 
program 
were 
planned. Already it is larger than 
president Eisenhower asked. 
The federal government is now 
spending at about a 650 million dol­ 
lar annual rate to help keep up the 
national highway system. Tile Pub­ 
lic Works Committee, which ap­ 
proved the proposed program, said 
highway 
improvement 
has 
gone 
ahead "at a much slower pace” 
than the increase in autos and 
trucks. 
The proposed increased spending 
would not take effect until tho fis­ 
cal year starting Ju ly I, 1955. 
Sen. Ferguson <R-Mich>, chair­ 
man of the G O P Policy Committee 
in the Senate, announced he w’ould 
seek to boost the federal aid pro­ 
gram from two to four billions over 
the two-year period. Eisenhower 
asked 875 million dollars a year, 
the

House. 
Both the house and senate bills 
include a new method of allocating 
federal funds to the states for what 
is called the interstate highway 
system. 
The allocation for this portion of 
the program is now based on sev­ 
eral factors, including the area of 
the state and the number of main

would allocate half the interstate 
highway funds in that manner and 
the other half wholly on the basis 
of population.

It also makes fair 
mere important, planting your corn jjflv ancJ sjiage 
at the proper rate can mean the 
difference between profit or loss 
rn the crop. 
High nitrogen use and 
variable 
weather conditions make the prop­ 
er planting rate even more im­ 
portant than in the past. A too 
thick planting rate may require 
more fertilizer, moisture, carbon 
dioxide, and light than is present. 
On the other hand, corn planted 
too thin doesn’t use all the avail­ 
able fertilizer, moisture, carbon di­ 
oxide and light available. Both re­ 
sult in reduced yields. 
For most efficient production, 
you need to shoot for ears weigh­ 
ing around one-half pound each. 
Ears weighing much over this in­ 
dicate too thin a planting rate and 
t ars weighing less than this a too 
thick rate. Deep soils with good 
moisture holding capacity can take 
higher planting rates than thin soil. 
So the type of soil as well as fer­ 
tilizer use must be taken into con­ 
sideration in determining the best 
planting rate. 
On the average, a one-eared hy­ 
brid will require 7,000 stalks per 


Atlas sorgo is also highly drouth 
resistant and it out-.vields all other 
crops in tonnage of silage per acre. 
It also makes fairly good grain and 
dry forage. Since it takes less Atlas 
sorgo to make a ton of silage than 
any other crop, its use releases 
ground for more corn and other 
crops. 
Piper is the best sudan available 
to most farmers this year. Green­ 
leaf, a new variety developed in 
Kansas, is better in som e respects 
than Piper. However, only a small 
amount of seed is available. The 
next best choice is common sudan 
and the third choice is sweet su­ 
dan. Be sure to use certified seed. 
Axtell is a new variety of sorgo 
similar to Atlas that you might 
want to try if you can find seed. 
It is earlier maturing and stands 
a little better than Atlas. 
If you want to be sure of having 
sudan and sorgo in case of drouth, 
you need to seed them around corn 
planting time. Both crops respond 
well to fertilizer. Hence, best yields 
will usually be obtained where fer- 


bush’els; wheat, 32 bushels: and 
'hay. th re e 'tons” Total cost of the 
fertilizer used during the four-year 
rotation was $39.50 per acre.

Recent reports of fatal or near- 
fatal accidents from the use of the 
TEPP insecticide has prompted a 
University of Missouri entomolo­ 
gist to give this explanation of its 
use. 
Stirling Kyd points out that be­ 
cause of the hazard connected with 
careless use of TEPP, it has never 
been recommended in Missouri for 
general farm use. Diluted forms of 
the material have been used in 
some instances for fly bait. But 
Kyd says even these diluted forms 
are extrem ely dangerous if im ­ 
properly handled. And since other 
materials are just as effective for 
controlling flies, the Missouri agri­ 
cultural experiment station doesn’t 
recommend TEPP for fly control. 
Kyd explains that the use of TE 
PP for vegetable insect control is 
that it evaporates in a day or two 
leaving no residue on the plants. 


Fertilizer is still one of your best 
buys. While the average price of 
all farm supplies rose 90 per cent 
from 1943 to 1953, fertilizer prices 
rose only 55 per cent.

their purchases. Here are some of 
the services perform ed by the lab­ 
oratory: 
1. A quality check on m erchan­ 
dise before it is bought and placed 
on sale.

cide on an im portant contract; the 
trouble-saving 
discovery, 
before 
purchase, th at a line of m erchan­ 
dise does not perform as repre­ 
sented; quick answ ers on how' gar­ 
m ents launder or dry clean so th at 
correct instruction labels can be 
attached to a w aiting shipm ent; 
special tests on which hinge the 
acceptance or rejection of p er­ 
haps hundreds of thousands of 
dollars w orth of m erchandise — 
these often add a dram atic lift and 
a renew ed sense of accom plish­ 
m ent to the d ay-to-day w ork of 
the laboratory technicians.

It is in the field of ta x ­ 
ation that the deepest leveling in­ 
roads have been made against the 
right of private property, of super­ 
ior reward for superior effort and 
achievement, against the principle 
that when a man honestly earns 
should be his own. 
"It is time for a change along 
lines compatible with the main­ 
tenance of a free economy based 
on private incentive, private risk, 
private enterprise.” 
As a purely practical matter,

from a research study of the 133,- 
I OOO M issourians over 65 who get 
old age assistance. Four out of five 
are 70 or older, one-fifth are 80 or 
older and 400 are 95 or older. 
Proctor N. C arter, state w elfare 
director, pointed out 84 per cent 
are able to care for them selves 
w ithout help from others. Only 
J three per cent are bedridden. 
“C ontrary to popular belief,” he
